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New Israeli Voices Lecture and Events Series at CSZ 


On November 5 at 7 pm, the Israel 
Havurah will kick off the New Israel 
Voices Lecture and Events Series at 
CSZ. Held in conjunction with the 
Israel Center of the Jewish Com- 
munity Federation, the monthly pro- 
grams aim to bring a diversity of per- 
spectives on the country, including 
feminism, art and culture, and social 
justice activism. 


Our first speaker is Avirama Golan, 
journalist and member of the editori- 
al board of the liberal daily, Ha’aretz. 
Her columns characteristically deal 
with the challenges faced by the “other 
Israel,” in the widest sense of the word. 
Ms. Golan has challenged the chip- 
ping away of the social service net- 
work that was at the core of the Labor 
Zionist welfare state. Her reportage 
often chronicles the struggles of Isra- 
elis living below the poverty line. 


Her work has also documented con- 
tradictory developments within the 
Orthodox community, including the 
simultaneous rise of religious femi- 
nism and the increasing hostility to the 
notion of an integrated role for wom- 
en in the army. 
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In 1996, Ms. Golan became a member 
of the editorial board of Ha'aretz (and 
is still the only woman there), and 
since 1999, has hosted her own TV 
show, “First Reading.” On this week- 
ly show, Ms. Golan interviews 
emerging writers, presenting new voi- 
ces in the socio-cultural life of the 
country.

As I sit here in the

vember Jewish Gaily 
Forward, it is hard to 
predict what will seem 
relevant a month from now, given 
the world scene.

Looking up 
at the vast expanse of the stars quick- 
ly reminds us that we are very small 
creatures clinging to the surface of a 
rather insignificant planet. 


In the coming weeks, we will cele- 
brate Thanksgiving, a holiday not un- 
like Sukkot in many ways. Just as on 
Sukkot, when we dwell in the fragile 
hut to remind ourselves of the imper- 
manence of all things precious, so 
too, on Thanksgiving, we gather to- 
gether with friends and family to cele- 
brate and rejoice with one another, 
in the here and now. Grateful for the 
fall harvest and our sense of abun- 
dance, we offer up thanksgiving for 
our many blessings. 


Aware of our sense of fulfillment, 
both Sukkot and Thanksgiving are 
meant to arouse within us our sense 
of duty to care for those less fortu- 
nate. We are called to feed the hun- 
gry and shelter the homeless, to com- 
fort the bereaved and extend our sup- 
port to those who are ill. Those whose 
lives feel fragile long after Sukkot is 
over and Thanksgiving has passed, 
need our continued help. 


Here at Congregation Sha’ar Zahav, 
the opportunities to make a real and 
lasting difference are plentiful. I hope 
you will stretch yourself this year and 
make Bikkur Cholim and Social Ac- 
tion part of your weekly spiritual 
practice. Both committees enable us 
to reach out to others so that they, 
too, might share the joys of the har- 
vest in gratitude, in safety and in peace. 
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Confessions of an Administrator 6y Lea Salem 


I have a confession to make: some- 
times I face the advent of the High 
Holidays with some measure of trepi- 
dation. Not merely because I have sin- 
ned so much all year long and don't 
know how to make atonement, but al- 
so because my already busy work load 
triples. The period leading up to the 
services doesn’t always bring out the 
best in any of us. People become an- 
noyed when they contact the syna- 
gogue to get seats for Kol Nidre and 
there are none left. Although I am 
sure that many of them have a good 
reason, I find myself wondering why 
they have waited until the last minute. 
I worry that I will end up miscalculat- 
ing the number of tickets that will be 
used and will distribute too many ex- 
tras, so that someone with a ticket 
will not be able to find a seat. 


This year, when the boxes were in the 
process of being packed and stacked 
in the hallway waiting for the movers 
to transport them to the Herbst Thea- 
ter, a congregant confided that she 
had never considered all the items that 
needed to be packed and moved. Now, 
I know that she meant that she just 
never had thought about all the logisti- 
cal details but, really, did she think 
that this was somehow all done by 
elves? Yet another thought for which I 
was to repent ten days later. 


Here is my other confession: I get a 
great deal of thanks, appreciation and 
credit at the holidays, but it is really 
the hundreds of hours that are put in 


by so many people that make the serv- 
ices happen. I just do part of the coor- 
dination. Yes, it is a great deal of work 
for me, but so many people do so 
much work that my efforts pale in 
comparison, and the accumulated 
number of hours is incalculable. This 
year, in particular, people really step- 
ped up and offered to help in as many 
ways as they could. The Ritual Com- 
mittee, chaired by Nicole Bloom, spent 
months preparing for services. Under 
the direction of High Holiday Ritual 
Co-Chairs, Leslie Kane and Andy 
Fyne, members spent their time writ- 
ing sermons, assigning parts and hon- 
ors, preparing outlines, making tapes 
for the Torah chanters and practicing 
their own parts, to name just a few of 
their tasks. 


We had 20 pairs of hands setting up 
the oneg and break fast. The four 
chairs, Laura Lowe, Richard Meyer- 
son, Alan Foss and Eileen Lynette 
were incredible. They inventoried sup- 
plies, placed orders, organized volun- 
teers and laid out the feasts in which 
we all shared. The usher chairs, Gail 
Ludwig and Ida Kuluk, worked tire- 
lessly to recruit, schedule, organize 
and orient a corps of more than 50 
ushers. The Va’ad members and Past 
Presidents were on hand to greet wor- 
shipers, staff nametag tables, monitor 
balcony doors and help out in whatev- 
er manner was needed. The shofar 
sounders had practiced for the entire

A Child’s Questions

After the September 11 attacks on 


the World Trade Center and the Pen- 


tagon, I found my feelings of grief 
assuaged by reaching out a hand of 
support to my Arab and Muslim 
friends and neighbors, whom I felt 
were being unfairly targeted. It was 
natural for me to put up a sign in my 
window reading “Our Community is 


a Hate-Free Zone.” It took the ques- 


tions of a child, however, to make 


me more comfortable with the patri- 


otic flag waving response of many of 
those in our community. 


Miriam, my five-year-old daughter, 
was riding in the car with me a few 
weeks after the attack. “Mama,” she 
said, “why do people have so many 
flags out?” I was not entirely certain 
how to answer this question. As a 
child of the Vietnam war era, I have 
a very difficult relationship with our 
country’s flag and signs of patriotism 
in general. But this did not seem the 
time to explain my ambivalence. I 
told her that the flags were out for 
people to show their support for our 


country. “What does support mean?” 


she asked. She was not going to let 
me off the hook easily. 


We had talked briefly after the Sep- 


tember 11 attack about how some 


buildings in New York and Washing- 


ton had fallen down. She did not seem 


to have the patience for any more de- 
tailed explanation. At school they ex- 


plained that some bad people had 
flown planes into the buildings, and 
a lot of people were hurt, but that 
was very far away from here, and she 
was safe. I told Miriam that support 


is wanting to help other people out. 
She still did not appear to understand. 


I tried a different tack. 


“If a bully hurt Rosie (her younger 


sister) you would want to go and give 
her a hug to make her feel better, 


right?” I said. “Yes,” she said. “Well, 


a country is like a great big family 
where you don’t know everyone. We 


can’t go hug the people who got hurt, 


but some people put out flags to show 


that they care about those people.” 


That seemed to make sense to her.
